by which they were joined, to go quite round k, and the fore 
or pellucid part was diftindlly leparated into two Corneas by a 
white Seam that divided them. Each Cornea fccracd to have its 
ir/>, (or Rain-bow-hke Circle) and Apertures or Pupils di- 
ftind:; and upon opening the f^r/i^^, there was found within 
it two Balls ^OT Cryjialline Humours^ very wcllfliapcd; but the 
other parts of it could not be fo well diftmguiflied, becaufe the 
eye had been much bruifed by the handling, and the inner 
parts confufed and diflocatcd. It had four Eye-browes, pla« 
ced in the manner expreft in Figure 4* by ^ ^^ ^ ^ ; aa rcprc- 
fenting the lorver^ and b b^ the upper Eyelids. 

Z.^///y, That ju ft above the Eyes, as it were in the midft of 
the Eorehead, was a very deep deprcffion,and our of the midft 
of that grew a kind of double Purje or Bagg , C C, containing 
little or nothing in it % but to fome it feemed to be a producti- 
on of the matter defigned for the Nofe^ but diverted by this 
Monftrous Conception 5 perhaps the Procerus mammillares 
joined into one, and covered with a thin hairy skin.

the Spleen biggalfo, filled with a black and thick humour. Mis 
Stomach and Entrails all empty, of a Saffron- colour, diftended 
with wind onely* The Bladder of Gall fwelled with a black 
humour : the Kidneys filled with a kind oigrumous blond. 

2. That in the Thorax or oheji^ the I obes of the lungs were all 

entire, but of a bad colour 3 on the left fide fomewhat black 

and blue , and on the right, whitiih s with a ycllowifh knob 

under one of the Lobes ^

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3 , That the Pericardium or the Cafe of the Heart being open- 
edj there appeared none of that water, in which the Heart ufcs 
to fwim > and the external Surface of it^ from the Bafe to the 
Tippy was not fmooth, but very rough. It being cut afiinder, 
a quantity of white and infpiflate liquour run out^and beneath 
the Ba/e^ between the right and left Ventricle, mojienes were 
found, whereof the one was as bfgg as an Almond, the other, 
two Inches long and one broad, havmg three Auricles or crifped 
jinnl.es : And in the Orifice of the right Ventricle^ there was 
a flcfliy fattifli Matter.

andfeconded rhat Undertaking, by giving exprefs order, that
